Attacks 
can last steadily for two to three 
weeks. Victims can’t eat. or even 
shave. Some commit suicide from 
the agony. Many doctors agree 
with victims that it’s the worst 
pain in the world. 
Acts On Nerve 
Surgery cutting the face nerve 
has been the best remedy. But 
that causes loss of all sensation in 
one side of the face, sometimes 
leads to eye complications and loss 
of an eye. 
A fairly new drug, stilbamidine. 
seems to paralyze or somehow 
strike at the face nerve causing 
all the pain. And it apparently 
acts only on that nerve. 
The clue that stilbamidine might 
be good came after it had been 
given to people suffering from in-

In a court action in Grand Rapids last 
Oct. 28, Ju dge Searl w as requested to sup­ 
press a pleading. Attorneys on both sides 
concurred in the request for 
suppression.

property and the court no longer possesses 
power to order suppression. 
Here are some of the 
pertinent 
state­ 
ments in Judge Searl’s decision: 
“This is here in open court. It s 
going 
to be argued. I don’t think I can suppress 
that just by consent of counsel. There are 
other people involved beside counsel in this 
subject of freedom of the press. 
“ If there’s a pleading filed in the Cir­ 
cuit Court and it comes up in 
my 
court 
room for trial, I haven’t any authority to 
say this is a star chamber 
session 
and 
w e’ll just hear it amongst us 
lawyers. 
I 
have no desire to hurt anybody, but that 
is the law' as I understand it. 
“ It isn’t a question of what the counsel 
wants in this case when it comes to sup­ 
pressing pleadings. I don’t think a judge 
has any right to sit up here on the bench 
and say, I’m going to suppress things that 
are public property. As I understand the 
fundamental law of this country, one of 
tile things that we think is quite important, 
even though it does hurt somebody occa­ 
sionally, is the freedom of the press: ana 
I’m not going to start ending it in my court 
just because, or even because, or in spite 
of the fact that counsel may agree on it. I 
don t think you can confer any power 
of 
jurisdiction on any judge sitting up here 
to uo that. So I cannot permit the condition 
to be imposed.” 
This forthright decision by Ju dge Sear! 
squares, of course, with the law 
of 
the 
land. Judges do not have authority to su p ­ 
press pleadings made in open court nor do 
they possess authority to suppress publi­ 
cation of testimony. Unfortunately, 
how­ 
ever, courts occasionally do assum e great­ 
er authority, or at least attem pt to assume 
such authority, the effect of which could 
serve to bring about a restraint upon free­ 
dom of the press. 
Courts are not private institutions. They 
are public institutions and w hat 
happens 
in such courts becomes public property. 
Ju dge Searl has performed a good pub­ 
lic service in bringing this fact forcibly to 
the attention of ail who are served by his 
court and by other courts as well.

LONDON—There is certainly no chance 
whatever that the Atlantic allies will ac­ 
cept the latest Soviet proposal, which calls 
tor a European conference of 23 nations 
to meet two weeks from now. It is in fact 
difficult to suppose that the Krem lin itself 
thinks that such a mammoth 
gathering 
could be organized in two 
weeks. 
What 
with all the experts, who would be num­ 
bered m the hundreds, the secretaries, the 
code clerks and the translators, the news­ 
paper men and the radio and 
television 
operators required for the participation of 
23 nations, ii would be necessary to evacu­ 
ate dozens of Paris hotels or to build some 
new hotels in Moscow. Nothing like that 
can be done, even with all good will, in 
two weeks. 
Tile size of the proposed meeting is on 
its face evidence that this is not a proposal 
for a serious negotiation about the future 
of Germany. When there is to be a serious 
negotiation, as in the course of time there 
surely will be, it will not begin with an in­ 
ternational circus but with private 
con­ 
versations.

While ihete is no chance that the Wert 
will agree to this conference, or 
to 
any 
conference to discuss the ratification of the 
London agreements, it is no less true thai 
the Western governments are in favor 
of 
negotiation, preferably through diplomate- 
channels but if necessary 
by 
conference. 
Their immediate problem is to m ake clear 
to European opinion, and particularly 
to 
German opinion, why and how the London 
agreements are compatible with the even­ 
tual unification of Germany. 


GRIP UNRELAXED 
That is a difficult point to m ake as long 
as Hie Soviet Union is able to keep on say­ 
ing that it favors the reunification of Ger­ 
many. All the evidence points to the con­ 
trary, that the Soviet Union is unable ann 
unwilling to relinquish its hold on the East 
Germ an government and its control of the 
m ilitary frontier between Poland and Ger­ 
many. Mr. Molotov has had every oppor­ 
tunity to show something that would mean 
an intention to relax the Soviet grip on 
Eastern Germany. He 
has 
alw ays 
been 
very careful to m ake no proposal for the 
unification of Germ any which could have 
been acceptable. He has been the cham p­ 
ion of German unity in the m anner of 
a 
m an wishing to be able to talk 
about 
it 
provided there was no danger of its com­ 
ing about. 
Any time he really changes his funda- f 
m ental position, that is to say any time he 
shows that the Krem lin has decided to do 
in Last Germ any what it is doing in Man­ 
churia, there will be all 
the 
negotiation 
and the conferences that they could 
de­ 
sire. The Soviet Union is w ithdraw ing iii 
the Far East. It has yet to take an action 
which means a .similar withdrawal in Eu 
rope.

Until this happens the 
unification 
of 
Germ any is not possible. The real problem 
is how to co-exist with decreasing tension 
when there are two Germanies 
and 
two 
Europes. The London agreements do not 
prevent this co-existence. They m ay well 
be used to promote such co-existence. 
The Soviet note describes the agreements 
as providing for “ the restoration of m ili­ 
tarism in Western Germ any.” That is not 
what they are intended to do. The West­ 
ern nations, including West Germ any, wore 
acutely aware of the danger that the re­ 
arm am ent of Germ any would 
open 
the 
w ay to tile revival of German m ilitarism . 
The heart of the London agreem ents, the 
indispensable condition of the 
agreement 
to rearm Germany, is the revised Brussels 
Part. This extraordinary treaty 
provides 
for the limitation of armam ents in West­ 
ern Europe. If it is read constructively, it 
offers an excellent 
basis 
of 
negotiation 
with the Soviet Union. It would be a ne­ 
gotiation for a general and reciprocal limi­ 
tation of armam ents in the whole of Eu- 
r ope. 
Once the London agreements a re 
rati­ 
fied, the West will be able to say to the 
East: “ We have put a ceiling of the size 
of the forces which are to be m aintained 
between the Elbe River and the 
Atlantic 
Ocean. Will you do the same for the forces 
tna: are to be maintained 
between 
the 
Elbe and the U rals? If so, then we shall 
have put all the forces on tile 
European 
continent under a limitation oiienly agreed 
to. We can then negotiate for a 
reduction 
of the size of these forces, and particularly 
on the size of the forces which are to be 
maintained in close contact within G er­ 
m any.’’ 
A general, even though small, agreed re­ 
duction oi the forces now deployed 
be­ 
tween the Urals and the 
Atlantic 
would 
greatly relax the tension 
in 
Europe. 
It 
would not be in itself a general settlement 
of tile German question or of the related 
questions of Eastern Europe. But it would 
enable Europe to live more 
easily 
and 
securely with these problems, and perhaps 
in the course of time to outlive them. 
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Cotton Mills Expand Despite 
Influx Of Test-Tube Fabrics

COLUMBIA, 
S. 
C.—(NEA)— 
Despite the continuing upsurge of 
such “ wonder” fibers as rayon, 
acrylics and the rest of their test- 
tube sisters, a look at the South’s 
new 
1954-55 model 
cotton 
mills 
showrs that cotton is still the old 
pro of the textile industry. 
And it’s no contest. Today’s fig­ 
ures show’ 
America 
consumes 
more cotton than it ever did—to 
tile tune of a whopping 80 
per 
cent 
of 
the 
nation’s 12.6 billion 
yards of domestic mill fibre pro­ 
duced annually, exclusive of wool. 
This comes 
as a 
considerable 
surprise 
to 
garment-conscious 
America and its modern assum p­ 
tions that anything not made of 
a wood, chemical or seaweed de­ 
rivative doesn’t even rate an un­ 
bent closet hanger.

The surest barom eter of any in­ 
dustry—expansion— backs 
these 


' figures up. In an era when most 
supposed King Cotton was a shaky 
guy, five new mills 
have 
been 
built in South Carolina to handle 
hi 
business. And in Sevierville, 
Tenn., a mulU-million-dollar bale- 
j to-bolt mill is scheduled for com­ 
pletion early next year,

Despite 
current adjustment 
to 
normal peacetime 
needs 
and a 
| drastic decline 
in U. S. export of 
J textile goods, the cotton industry 
has been clearing the decks for a 
full-fledged modernization 
of 
its 
business. 
An old ndustrv, cotton is mov­ 
ing forward on the strength 
of 
another basic thing — the birth 
rate. 
Over 12.000 babies are born 
daily in this nation and the Census 
Bureau forecasts a population of 
over 200 million by 1975. 
All of which brightens the fu­ 
ture for the crop which has been 
more important (o the South than 
its drawl.

This expansion—outside of com­ 
plete new plants—us taking place 
in modernization of what the in­ 
dustry 
already 
has. 
One-story,

f diabetes.

THE BROECK STEPS must be taken la 
ti eat it. Fortunately better methods oi do­ 
ing this are available today than

past. In mild cases— perhaps in hall of the 
total—attention to diet alone may serve to 
control the disease. In more severe

insulin is often desirable in addition to a 
careful diet. 
The use ot insulin has also been imp ov- 
ed. More is known about how

THE MAIN AIM of treatment is to pre­ 
vent the losg of sugar in the urine, lf this 
is done most of the symptoms and compli­ 
cations can be brought under control. The 
patient should not try to do this 
himself, 
since it will result in many failures,

not expect good results unless the diet and

ed military and civil defense auth­ 
orities in testing a plan to inform 
the public during an enemy at­ 
tack without aiding hostile bomb­ 
ers. 
Results of the nationwide test 
may not be known for a month 
or more—until scores of reports 
are received by mail in Washing­ 
ton and evaluated. 
Communications 
officials 
esti­ 
mated in advance that 1,300 of 
the nation’s 2.000 radio stations 
would take part in the fourth an­ 
nual test of the “ conelrad” sys­ 
tem. from 1:30 to 4 30 a.m., local 
time. 
Many stations remained on the 
air longer than usual to participate 
in the “ pool” broadcast, designed 
to keep the public informed in an 
air attack without permitting ene­ 
my bombers to ride a radio beam 
to a particular station. 
Air Force planes ranged across 
the country and off the coasts dur­ 
ing the drill, checking whether the 
broadcasts could be used as a nav­ 
igational aid.
